WILL COST ABOUT $25,000 


Matter Was Discussed at a Meeting 
of the Board of Directors 
Held This Week.

The announcement was made yes­ 


terday afternoon that at a meeting of 
the board of directors of the Homer 


Laughlin China company, held in the 
offices of the company at the 
East 
End pottedy on Tuesday, the m atter 
of erecting a six-kiln addition to that 
pottery was discussed. This addition, 
if built, will cost in the neighborhood 
of $25,000. 
Some months 
ago 
the company 
purchased some ground adjoining the 
East End pottery, and at that time 
it 
was said the pottery was to be 
enlarged. 
No 
one, however, would 
affirm the report. 
This ground was 
measured off this w-eek, and a promi­ 
nent contractor was asked to furnish 
an estim ate on the proposed addition. 
This estim ate is now being made, and 
will be submitted to the company be­ 
fore long. 
W ith the addition the new 'pottery 
will have a capacity of 14 kilns, and 
will be one of the largest potteries in 
the Ohio valley.

George Moore, of Hookstown, W ell 
Known Here, Thrown Off His 
Horse This Morning.

Moore Was Fatally Injured In At* 
tempting to Remount After 
Alighting.

This morning George Moore, a prom* 
inent and well to do farmer of near 
Hookstown, started for this city for 
the purpose of doing some 'Shopping. 
Owing to the exceedingly bad condi­ 
tion of the roads Mr. Moore decided 
to come on horseback and arrived in 
Chester shortly after 12 o’clock. The 
horse he rode was a young animal, 
and, like nearly all country horses, 
didn't like the street cars. Just aa 
Mr. Moore started across the bridge 
he heard a street car coming. 
He 
got off, and, catching the horso by 
the bridle, he held it until after the 
car had passed and then attempted to 
get on again. 
In some way he got 
the reins mixed up and the 
horse 
threw him. 
He alighted on his head, 
and never spoke after ho fell. 
He 
was picked up and carried to Good's 
restaurant and Dr. Hobbs summoned. 
When the physician arrived 
Moore 
was beyond human aid and he expired 
a short time after. Death was caused 
by concussion of the brain. 
Moore was one of the best knowm 
farmers about Hookstown. 
He own­ 
ed a farm of about 200 acres. He is

father of 
three children, and 
one of his sons was with him when 
the fatal accident 
occurred.

Just now the interest in the Macrum 
matter centers in the question whether 
the investigation by the Foreign Affairs 
committee or th > sub committee acting 
for it shall be a public or a secret one. 
Chairman H itt’s fii>t idea was that, in* 
asmnoh as the matter contains relations 
with a foreign power, it should be secret, 
but there was uo decision ou that point. 
The Democrats, who are intent on 
making political capital out of the mat­ 
ter have set up such a howl against the 
proposition to hear the former consol in 
secret that Macrum. who arrived here 
this afternoon, has been lost sight of. 
Chairman Hitt said

Passage In House.

WAHiuvcrroiT, March 24.—'Th© confer* 
©cho report on the Porto Ricon relief 
bill was presented und I p. rn. today set 
as the tim e for Toting on it. 
The senate adopted the conference re­ 
port on the relief bill by a vote of 85 to 
15, practically a strict party expression. 
No Democrat voted for the report, bot 
Mr. Stew art (Nev.) voted w ith the Re- 
jrablioatia. 
The time of discussion was consumed 
principally by Mr. Tillman (Dem., 8 .0 .), 
who made la fierce attack upon the meas­ 
ure, aa agreed upon in conference, and 
accused the Republican senators und the 
Republican party of indirection, hypoo 
risy and “dirty work. ” His speech was 
quite characteristic and was listened to 
with interest by his colleagues on the 
floor and the people in the galleries. 
Mr. Tillm an declared himself in favor 
of free trade w ith Porto Rico. In answer 
to a question he said in part: 
If we are to continue to hold the Philippine*, 
Tm in favor of free trade with those inland*. 
Those who Toted to brins into the country the 
islands^ with their cheap contract, peon and 
Malay laborer*, were told of the reunite that 
would follow the ratification of the treaty. And 
you could not gut the vote# necessary to make 
the treaty law until you had bought some men 
to rote tor it.'* 
Referring to the recent speech of Mr. Bever­ 
idge, Mr. Tillman declared it had been distrib­ 
uted among the Filipino*! and had infused new 
life and energy into the revolution, because it 
indicated the hypocrisy and double dealing the 
United Hts ten had resorted to in the treatment 
of the Filipinos. 
“The people/' he shouted, “will teach you 
next November that trade and the flag and lil>- 
erty and the constitution go together.” 
B erther along, Mr. Tillman asked: 
“Is the president a free trader today, or is 
he following close behind the car driven by the 
men who want protection against the little isl­ 
and in the Caribbean sea ?” 
After waiting an instant, Mr. Tillman said: 
“Of course there is a dtrnso silence in the 
chamber, aa a response to my inquiry. The 
senator from Ohio (Foraker), too, is doubtful 
M to his position. I’d like to know if he is in 
favor of frea trade with Porto Rico t” 
Mr. Foraker replied that his position had 
been set forth fully in his speech on tho Porto 
Ricon government bill. 
“This alight and not burdensome tax,” said 
Mr, Foraker, “was determined upon by the 
committee aa a generous and merciful means 
of alleviating the sufferings of the people of 
Porto Moo F’ 
Mr. Tillman replied that he had not read the 
report, that the senator from Ohio had changed 
front. 
Further Along, in connection with an edi­ 
torial in thoOhicago Tinies-Herald, he said: 
"The senator, I think, got out of the free 
trade boat as soon as Mr. Roll least (the editor 
of The Time*-Hora Id) got into it.” 
Mr. Foraker: “I will say to the senator and 
In the presence of the senate, that I have been 
much more comfortable in my position since I 
learned that Mr. Kohlsaat had declared for 
free trade.” (Laughter.] 
Continuing. Mf. Tillman said: “I I wit eve 
that Mr. McKinley is one of the most lovable 
men in public life; but the trouble with him is 
that sometimes he hasn’t the liackbone to stand 
Hp against his party friends.” 
' Disclaiming any authority to speak for the 
President, Mr. Perkins (Cal.) said that the be 
lief that the sugar trust had acquired the 
treater part of the sugar product of Porto 
Moo, and his desire to build up the beet sugar 
industry in the United (States had induced the 
president, he (Perkins) believed, to favor a 
tariff, if ii were (rue that he did favor it. 
Mr. Oallinger pointed out that four-fifths of 
the products exerted from Porto Rico con­ 
sisted of ooffee. Upon this the United States 
placed no tariff. 
“We are proposing to treat Porto Rico bet­ 
ter than we treat any territory of the United 
States. We collect internal revenue taxes in 
Oklahoma, Indian Territory and Arizona, and 
every dollar of it goes into the United States 
treasury. We shall collect internal revenue 
taxes in Porto Rico, too, but every dollar sc 
collected will be returned to the Porto Rioona 
and be used for their benefit.” 
“The trust which is suffering,” said Mr. Gal- 
linger at one point, “is a trust headed by the 
British vies consul at Ban Juan. That trust 
bought up the sugar under the full Dingley 
rates, and, if they can get it into this country 
free of duty, they will make the full IOU i>or 
cent of the tar.if, but if we succeed in putting 
a tariff duty of 15 per cent of the Dingley rate 
on that sugar, the tru st’s profits will be cut 
down by that much and the people of Porte 
Moo will benefit to that extent.’’ 
Mr. Spooner (Rep., Wis.) closed tho debate 
with a forceful statem ent in opposition to Mr. 
Tillman’s speech,in tho course of which he 
took occasion sharply to criticise the South 
Carolina senator for dragging the measure into 
politics.

All the outside of piety they cultivated 
with extrem est care. 
But they never regarded God with 
affection nor came to know themselves 
as lacking the first elements of genuine 
devotion.

They were actors, playing and imitat­ 
ing. with never a touch of the noble 
passions they sought to exhibit.

Reed, had them signed aud the entire 
capitalization was subscribed. 
Mr. Dill 
will likely return to Newark this even­ 
ing and file the articles of incorpora­ 
tion iii New Jersey on Monday. The 
amalgamated company will sui! fur­ 
ther insure the supremacy of I tfsburg 
as the iron aud sloel center jf the 
world. 
The stock capital of the new company 
will be $1CO,(KK),000 and bonds, bearing 
6 lier cent interest, will be issued to the 
same amount. This will make the ag­ 
gregate capital $320,000,000. The bonds 
will represent the conservative book 
value of the concerns incorporated, as 
figured out by Andrew Carnegie, IL C. 
Flick, Henry Phipps and other leaders 
in tho combination movement. 
The 
capital stock and bonds together will 
represent the actual value of the prop­ 
erty, or its earning power, according to 
the best estimates of the Carnegie part­ 
ners, who have been figuring on the 
matter for weeks. 
The interest on the bonds will only 
require the payment annually of a little 
more than $8,000,000, but it is believed 
that the company’s earnings will nevei 
in the future go this Low. 
The Carnegie Steel company, limited

F rankfort, Ky., March 24.—^ h e pre 
lim inary examination of Socre ary of 
State Caleb Powers, charged with aliet 
ting the assassination of William Goe­ 
bel, began before Judge Moore, in this 
city. 
The court house was guarded, in 
side and out, by m ilitia and scores of 
deputy sheriffs, armed w ith W inchester 
rifles, to prevent possible interference 
from “mountaineers” who were reported 
on their way to Frankfort. Tho moun 
tai mors failed to ap pour. The witnesses 
included Warden Mph Lillard, Detective 
Dee Armstrong, Sheriff Bosworth, of Fay 
otto county, who arrested Secretary Pow­ 
ers and Captain John Davis, and Silas 
Jones, who is now under bonds, charged 
with complicity in the murder. The testimony 
tended to show that the shots came from the 
section of tho executive building in which Sec­ 
ret ary Powers’ office is located, although no 
one swore that the shots were from the secre­ 
tary’s office. The- strongest evidence, perhaps, 
was given by Bilos Jones, who walked into Ge v- 
ernor Taylor’s ante room when the shots were 
fired. 
There he saw Captain Davis and Governor 
Taylor, among others. 
There was considerable excitement, the gov­ 
ernor came to tile door and wanted to know 
who was shot. 
“Did you see any one try to open Caleb Pow ­ 
ers’ door 
asked Attorney Polsgrove. 
“Yes, I saw a man with sandy whiskers try­ 
ing to open the door. He struck it with a 
hatchet,” replied Mr. Jones. 
Jones said there was much noise, but he 
could not say that he heard any from Secretary 
Powers’ office. 
On cross-examination Jones said he saw Pow­ 
ers leave his office during the morning for 
Louisville. This was previous to the shooting. 
No evidence was adduced tending to show 
that the defendant wras implicated in any con­ 
spiracy, but in one of tho frequent wordy dis­ 
putes between tho attorneys for the defense 
and the commonwealth, the fact was brought 
out that F. Wharton Golden, who is said to 
have made a confession, will lie put on the wit* 
ness stand lahore the hearing ends.

It was only when this son repent­ 
ed and obeyed his father that he was 
worthy of praise, and, therefore, how 
much better it would have been had 
he willingly obeyed from the first call. 
Aud what a risk be ran In disobeying 
for a time! The opportunity to repent 
aud to do his father’s will might never 
have come to him again. It is ouly I>1 
comparison with the other class that 
glory Is attached to his obedience. The 
noblest glory shines round our obe­ 
dience when at the first command. "Go 
work.” ive answer, "I go, sir," and 
then go. 
The second class represents those 
whose religion Is only a hypocritical 
pretense. 
They profess to be doing 
God’s will while they are not doing it. 
They say, “I go." and go not. 
They 
have the form of godliness, but not the 
power. They have a name to live, but 
are dead. 
Let us guard ourselves 
against the error of this class. 
If we 
have said, "I go." let us go; let us will 
Ingly obey, at any cost or sacrifice, for 
lf we do not obey God we shall come 
short of the glory of God. “Obedience 
Is better than sacrifice,” for without 
obedience no sacrifice is acceptable 
unto God.

ALREADY THROUGH THE SENATE. 


rillinnn Oftvw the Tariff Bill Advocates a 
Hot Mooring—Had Tilt W ith Foraker. 
Perk I ai* Statem ent—Ballinger Defeuds 
Attitude of Taridltes. 


WAHimrcrrow, March 24.—Th© confer* 
ecne report on the Porto Ricon relief 
bill was precented and I p. rn. today set 
aa the time for T oting on it. 
The senate adopted the conference re­ 
port on (tie relief bill by a vote of 35 to 
15, praotioally a strict party expression. 
No Democrat voted for the report, but 
Mr. Stewart (Nev.) voted with the Re­ 
publicans. 
The time of discussion was consumed 
principally by Mr. Tillman (Dem., S. O.), 
who made A fierce attack upon the meas­ 
ure, aa agreed upon in conference, and 
accused the Republican senators find the 
Republican party of indirection, hypoc­ 
risy and "dirty wark.” His speech was 
quite characteristic and was listened to 
with interest by his colleagues on the 
floor and the people in the galleries. 
Mr. Tillman declared himself in favor 
of free trade with Porto Rico. In answer 
to a question he said in part: 
If we are to continue to hold the Philippine*, 
Tm in favor of free trade with thoee inlands. 
Those who voted to bring into the country the 
island* with their cheap contract, peon and 
Malay laborers, were told of the reunite that 
would follow the ratification of the treaty. And 
yon could not get the votes necessary to make 
She treaty law until you had bought some men 
So vote tor it.” 
Referring to the recent speech of Mr. Bever­ 
idge, Mr. Tillman declared it had been distrib­ 
uted among the Filipinos and had infused new 
life and energy into the revolution, because it 
indicated the hypocrisy and double dealing the 
United Btntes had resorted to in the treatment 
of the Filipinos. 
“The people,” he ahonted, “will teach you 
next November that trade and the flag and lib* 
arty and the constitution go together.” 
Further along, Mr. Tillman asked: 
“Is the president a free trader today, or is 
lie following close behind the car driven by the 
men who want protection against the little isl­ 
and in the Caribbean sea ?” 
After watting an instant, Mr. Tillman said: 
“Of course there is a dense silence in the 
chamber, aa a response to my inquiry. The 
senator from Ohio (Foraker), too, is doubtful 
aa to his position. I’d like to know if he is iii 
favor of free trade with Porto Rico f 
Mr. Foraker replied that his position had 
been set forth f ally in his speech on tho Porto 
Bioon government bill. 
“This slight and not burdensome tax,” said 
Mr, Forakar, “was determined upon by the 
committee ss a generous and merciful means 
of alleviating the sufferings of the people of 
Porto Rico I*' 
Mr. Tillman replied that he had not read the 
report, that the senator from Ohio had changed 
front. 
Further along, in connection with an edi­ 
torial in the Chicago Timea-Herald, he said: 
"The senator, I think, got out of the free 
trade boat as soon as Mr. Kohlsast (the editor 
of The Timss-Herald) got into it.” 
Mr. Foraker: “I will say to the senator and 
In the presence of the senate, that I have been 
much more comfortable in my position since I 
learned that Mr. Kohlsaat had declared for 
free trade.” [Laughter.] 
Continuing, Mt. Tillman said: “I believe 
that Mr. McKinley is one of the most lovable 
man in public life; but the trouble with him ta 
that sometimes he hasn’t the backbone to stand 
Up against his party friends.” 
* Disclaiming any authority to speak for the 
President, Mr. Perkins (Cal.) said that the be 
lief that tho sugar trust had acquired the 
greater part of the sugar product of Porto 
Rico, and his desire to build up the beet sugar 
Industry in the United States had induced th« 
president, he (Perkins) believed, to favor 
tariff, if it were true that he did favor it. 
Mr. (Ballinger pointed out that four-fifths of 
the products exported from Porto Rico con* 
listed of ooffee. Upon this the United States 
placed no tariff. 
“We ars proposing to treat Porto Rioo bet­ 
ter than we treat any territory of the United 
States. We collect internal revenue taxes in 
Oklahoma, Indian Territory and Arizona, and 
every dollar of it goes into the United Whites 
treasury. We shall collect internal revenue 
taxes in Porto Rico, too, but every dollar sc 
collected will be returned to the Porto Hico na 
and be used for their benefit.” 
“The trust which is suffering,” said Mr. Gal- 
linger at one point, “is a trust headed by the 
British vice consul at Ban Juan. That trust 
bought up the sugar under the full Dingley 
rates, and, if they can get it into this country 
free of duty, they will make the full UK) per 
cent of the tar.ff, but if we sure (Hid in putting 
a tariff duty of 15 per cent of the Dingley rate 
on that sugar, tile trust's profits will be cut 
down by that much and the ptx>ple of Porte 
Rioo will benefit to that extent." 
Mr. Spooner (Hep., Wis.) closed the debate 
with a forceful statem ent in opposition to Mr. 
Tillman’s speech, in the course of which he 
took occasion sharply to criticise the South 
Carolina senator for dragging the measure into 
politics. He had some colloquial tilts with Mr. 
Tillman.

The people are in a distressing state 
of suspense, which prevents all trade until the 
tariff question is nettled. 
The military government is well adminis­ 
tered for the most part, and under any condi­ 
tione is likely to remain a necessity for soma 
time to oolite. 
Tile Porto RI co na are not fit for full inde­ 
pendence. 
The result of Bpain's misgov­ 
ernment is apparent everywhere. It is the 
origin of all the evils in the island, ignorance, 
poverty and whatever lawlessness there may 
be. Porte Rico is no place for Americana to go 
with a view to occupation, manual or other­ 
wise. Labor is too cheap. Unless all testi­ 
mony be untrue, it is no place either for our 
“smarter” politicians, for the native aaa bes# 
them in every phase of the game.

C le v e la n d , March 24. — Ex-Jndgo 
Jesse H. MacMath, who was consol gen* 
era! to Morocco during President Lin* 
coin's administration, died at his home 
in this city of heart disease, aged 63 
years. 
Judge MacMath, in 1865, was made 
United States commissioner to negotiate 
a treaty with ll foreign nations, which 
was most successfully accomplished. De­ 
ceased was widely known in legal circles 
throughout Ohio. 


INJUNCTIONS AGAINST LABOR. 


Go in pc rn and Barrow Ask House Commit­ 
tee For Preventive Legislation. 


W a s h in g to n , 
March 24.-—President 
Gompers, of the Federation of Labor; C. 
8. Darrow, of Chicago, and others iden­ 
tified with organized labor appeared be­ 
fore the judiciary committee of the 
house in advocacy of the bill restricting 
the issuance of injunctions in time of 
labor disturbances. Mr. Darrow cited 
the Debs case as typical, and related how 
a “blanket injunction” was issued 
against a large number of those con­ 
nected with the American 
Railway 
union. 
Mr. Gompers urged that the labor in­ 
terests wanted to retain the time hon­ 
ored trial by jury. They insisted, he 
said, that there should be no injunction 
in a labor dispute, for labor had no rem­ 
edy when the injunction was once is­ 
sued.

They were ex­

gion. They prayed long and often and 
publicly so that the common people 
would see them. They gave money to 
the poor openly, fasted often, were reg­ 
ular In attendance upon the temple and 
gyuAgogue services. The* loved to be 
called very religions. Titles of respect 
pleased them. Official position In the 
Jewish church was eagerly sought. 
All the outside of piety they cultivated 
with extremest care. 
But they never regarded God with 
affection nor came to know themselves 
as lacking the first elements of genuine 
devotion. 
They blinded themselves. 
Deep, whole souled thirst for the right 
and search for the God of mercy and 
goodness never was known to them. 
They were actors, playing and imitat­ 
ing. with uever a touch of the noble 
passions they sought to exhibit. They 
were called of God to special service In 
carrying divine truth and salvation to 
the world. 
Prophets had been sent 
them as never were sent any other p e o ­ 
ple. 
They had a special mission to 
mankind. They professed great rever­ 
ence for the God of their fathers aud 
promised obedience continually and 
claimed peculiar sanctity as better 
than other men. 
In reality they held the most vital 
characteristics of God in contempt, re­ 
fused the call of Jehovah to be pure in 
heart and life aud compassionate to 
men. Irreverence toward the truth and 
intolerance of opposition became mark­ 
ed features of their nature. They hail a 
mission to the nations around them to 
bring them to God. 
They despised 
those not Jews and shut the doors of 
opportunity against them. 
Instead of 
being holy they became bateful and 
malignant. 
God said to them, “Go 
work in My vineyard.” 
They said. 
We go,” but went not and hindered 
others going. 
The Important lesson for os In this 
parable lies In Its application to pres­ 
ent day affairs more than in a study of 
history of Jesus’ times. 
The call for work Is as urgent now as 
ever. 
It comes to you. 
How do you 
answer? Weak compliance or promise 
of obedience under persuasion In reviv­ 
al meetings Is not enough. 
Saying “I 
will be a Christian” because some one 
urges you to do so never will make you 
such. 
If you will go into God’s vine­ 
yard, you need to carefully consider all 
it means. 
When you decide, you will 
need all the manliness and womans 
ness In you. This Is earnest work and 
not playing a part on a stage before 
folks. God calls. Will you go or are 
you only talking?

P it t s b u r g , March 24.—The organiza­ 
tion of the new Carnegie Steel company 
is under way. 
Attorney James B. Dill, 
the eastern corporation lawyer, arrived 
ta Pittsburg, prepared the papers in 
oonsultation with ex-Judge James H. 
Reed, had them signed and the entire 
capitalization was subscribed. 
Mr. Dill 
will likely return to Newark this even­ 
ing and file the articles of incorpora­ 
tion in New Jersey on Monday. 
The 
amalgamated company will si ill fur­ 
ther insure the supremacy of T: Msburg 
as the iron aud sleel center if the 
world. 
The stock capital of the new company 
will be $160,000,000 and bonds, bearing 
5 per cent interest, will be issued to the 
same amount. 
This will make the ag­ 
gregate capital $320,000,000. The bonds 
will represent the conservative book 
value of the concerns incorporated, as 
figured out by Andrew Carnegie, ii. C. 
Fl ick, Henry Phipps and other leaders 
in tho combination movement. 
The 
capital stock and bonds together will 
represent tho actual value of the prop­ 
erty, or its earning power, according to 
the best estimates of the Carnegie part­ 
ners, who have been figuring on the 
matter for weeks. 
The interest on the bonds will only 
require the payment annually of a little 
more than $8,000,000, but it is believed 
that the company’s earnings will nevei 
In the future go this Low. 
The Carnegie Steel company, limited 
which carries with it the control of the 
various railroads, docks, iron ore min­ 
ing property and steamship lines, wil

GENERAL JOUBERT IN COMMAND. 


W ashington, March 24.—The Repub­ 
lican caucus committee of the semite 
authorized Senator Foraker in definite 
terms to propose the separation of the 
tariff feature from the Porte Rieon gov­ 
ernmental bill and to attempt to pass 
the house tariff bill without amend­ 
ment.

The element in the Republican ranks 
in the senate favoring free trade with 
Porto Rico decided at a conference to 
oppose any action looking to an early 
vote and to ask for further time in case 
the question should come up. 
When the senate adjourned, several 
of the members of the Republican cau­ 
cus committee admitted that no great 
progress had been rnalo. They said 
tin re would be nu withdrawal from the 
determination to pre ;s fur an early vote, 
and to put the house hill throughout 
without amendment. Other members, 
however, expressed the opinion that the 
bill might yet bo modified seas o meet 
the objections of the free trade I epubli- 
cans of the senate. They admitted that 
the representatives of the house had told 
them there was great danger iii altering 
the house measure in any respect. 
One member of the committee stated 
that it was the purpose of the committee 
to ask everv day t lait a time b esetter 
taking a vote, thus placing the responsi­ 
bility for any delay that might occur 
upon the free traders.

TO PISTOL POCKETS. 


Incident o f Tower*’ H earing, at Frank* 
fort, K 
Rai d o f M ountaineer* 
Guarded Agal tint. 


F r a n k fo r t, Ky., March 24.—^ h e pre­ 
liminary examination of Sucre ary of 
State Caleb Powers, charged with abet­ 
ting the assassination of William Goe­ 
bel, began before Judge Moore, in this 
city. The court house was guarded, in­ 
side and out, by militia and scores of 
deputy sheriffs, armed with Winchester 
rifles, to prevent possible interference 
from “mountaineers'' who were reported 
oil their way to Frankfort. The moun 
mint ers failed to appear. The witnesses 
included Warden Mph Ll Hard, Detective 
Dee Armstrong, Sheriff Bosworth, of Fay­ 
ette county, who arrested Secretary Pow­ 
ers aud Captain John Davis, and Silas 
Jones, who is uow under bonds, charged 
with complicity in the murder. The testimony 
tended to show that the shots came from the 
section of the executive building in which Sec­ 
retary Powers’ office is located, although no 
one swore that the shots were from the secre­ 
tary's office. The strongest evidence, perhaps, 
was given by Biles .Tones, who walked into G< v- 
ernor Taylor’s ante room when the shots were 
fired. 
There he saw Captain Davis and Governor 
Taylor, among others. 
There was considerable excitement, the gov­ 
ernor came to the door and wanted to know 
who was shot. 
“Did you see any one try to open Caleb Pow­ 
ers’ door ?” asked Attorney Polsgrove. 
“Yes, I saw a man with sandy whiskers try­ 
ing to open the door. He struck it with a 
hatchet,” replied Mr. Jones. 
Jones said there was much noise, but he 
could not say that he heard any from Secretary 
Powers’ office. 
On cross-examination Jones said he saw Pow­ 
ers leave his office during the morning for 
Louisville. This was previous to the shooting. 
No evidence was adduced tending to show 
that the defendant was implicated in any con­ 
spiracy, but in one of tho frequent wordy dis­ 
putes between the attorneys for the defense 
and the commonwealth, the fact was brought 
out that F. Wharton Golden, who is said to 
have made a confession, will be put on the wit­ 
ness stand l>efore the hearing ends. 
During Captain Hawn’s testimony Governor

FIRST WEEK OF SLW LAW.

Nbw York, March 24.—R. G. Dun A

undisturbed. 
The reported settlement of the Car- 
negie-Frick controversy is of fir great­ 
est importance to the iron aud f eel in­ 
dustry.

Porto Ricon Aid Bill on Final 
Passage In House. 


ALREADY THROUGH THE SENATE.

WAHHTVCfroir, March 24.—The confer- 
©ciie rcjKirt on the Porto Ricon relief 
bill was presented and 1 p. m. today set 
as the tim e for voting on it. 
The senate adopted the conference re­ 
port on the relief bill by a vote of 85 to 
16, practically a strict party expression. 
No Democrat voted for the report, bnt 
Mr. Stew art (Nev.) voted with the Re­ 
publican*. 
The tim e of discussion was consumed 
principally by Mr. Tillm an (Dem., 8. O .), 
who m ade a fierce attack npon the m eas­ 
ure, a* agreed upon in oonferune, and 
accused the Republican senators s*nd the 
Republican party of indirection, hypoc­ 
risy and "d irty w ork.” 
His speech was 
quite characteristic and was listened to 
w ith interest by his colleagues on the 
floor and the people in the galleries. 
Mr. Tillm an declare*! himself in favor 
of free trade w ith Porto Rioo. In answer 
to a question he said in part: 
If wo a re to continue to hold the Philippine#, 
I ’m in fu ro r of free tra d e w ith those inland* 
Those w ho votod to bring into the country the 
Inland**, w ith th eir cheap contract, peon and 
M alay lsliorera, were told of the results th a t 
would fallow the ratification of the treaty. And 
you could not get the vote* necessary to m ake 
th e tre a ty law until you had bought some men 
to vote for it." 
R eferring to the recent speech of Mr. Bever­ 
idge, Mr. Tillm an declared it had been distrib­ 
uted am ong the Filipinos and had infused new 
life and energy into the revolution, because it 
indicated the hy{M*crisy and double dealing the 
U nited Hiatus had resorted to in the treatm ent 
of the FilipliioM. 
"T he people," he shouted, “ will teach you 
next N ovem ber th a t trad e and the flag and lib­ 
erty and the constitution go together.” 
F u rth e r along, Mr. Tillm an naked: 
“Is th e president a free trad er today, o r in 
he following clime behind the car driven by the 
men w ho w ant protection against the little ial- 
and in th e Caribbean sea ?" 
A fter w aiting an instant, Mr. Tillman said: 
“Of court*© there is a dense silence in the 
cham ber, an a rt-Hjamso to iny inquiry. The 
aenator from Ohio (Foraker), too, i« doubtful 
as to his position. I’d like to know if he is in 
favor of free trade w ith P orto K ieot" 
Mr. F oraker replied th at his position had 
been act fo rth fully in his npeoch on tho Porto 
Ricon governm ent hill. 
“Thin alight and not burdensom e tax ,” anid 
Mr, Foraker, “was determ ined upon by the 
com m ittee as a generous and m erciful menus 
of alleviating the sufferings of the )>eople of

Mr. Tillm an replied th a t he had not read the 
rejort, that the aenator from Ohio had changed 
front. 
Further along, in connertlou w ith an edi 
to n a l in the Chicago Tim es Herald, he wiid: 
“ The senator. 1 think, got out of the free 
trade Ixtat as soon as Mr. Kohleant (the editor 
of The Time*-Herald) got into it." 
Mr. F oraker: “I will say to the senator and 
in the presence of the senate, that 1 have t>een 
much m ore com fortable in iny position since 1 
learned that Mr. Koh leant had declared for 
free trade." |I.aughter.) 
Continuing, Mt. Tillm an anid: “1 ladiev. 
that Mr. McKinley is one of the most lovable 
men in publio life; but the trouble w ith him t* 
that suiuettiuea he hasn’t the ltackbone to stand 
Up against his party friends." 
’ Disclaiming any nutiiority to speak for the 
President, Mr. Perkins (Oal.) said that th e b e 
lief that the sugar tru st had acquired the 
greater part of the sugar product of Porto 
Rico, and hia deal re to build up the beet sugar 
industry In the U nited Htntes luid induced th« 
president, ha (Perkins) believed, to favor s 
tariff, if it ww e tru e th a t he did favor it. 
Mr. D ellinger pointed out th at four-flftha of 
th e products e x e r te d from Porto Rico con­ 
sisted of ooffee. Upon thin the United State* 
placed no tariff. 
“ We are proponing to tre a t Porto Rico bet­ 
ter than we treat any te rrito ry of the United 
Htate*. W e collect internal revenue text** in 
Oklahoma, Indian T erritory and Arizona, and 
every dollar of it g<sw into the United S tate, 
treasury. 
We slmll eollect internal revenue 
taxes in P orto Rico, too, but every dollar sc 
collected will he returned to the P orto Rioona 
and be used for their benefit." 
“The tru s t which is suffering," said Mr. Gal- 
linger a t one point, "is a tru st headed by the 
B ritish vice consul at Hau Juan. That trust 
bought up the sugar under the full Pingley 
rates, am i, if they can get it into this country 
free of d u ty , they will m ake th e full 100 i>er 
cent of the ta r il, but if we succeed In putting 
a tariff d u ty of 15 per cen t of the Duigley rate 
on th at sugar, tlie tru st's profits will be cut 
down by th a t much and the people of Porte 
Rioo w ill benefit to that extent." 
Mr. Spooner (ltep., W ia.) closed the deltats 
w ith a forceful statem ent in opjiosition to Mr. 
T illm an's sp«*K-li,in tiiu course of which hr 
took ocoaaiou sharply to criticise the South 
Carolina aenator for drugging the m easure intc 
politics.

Once Consul G eneral 
to M orocco—8oe- 
oessfull.v N egotiated Treaty W ith 
Eleven Nations. 


C le v e la n d , March 24. — Ex Judgo 
Jesse H. M acMatb, who was consol gen­ 
eral to Morocco during President Lin­ 
coln's adm inistration, died a t his home 
in this city of heart disease, aged 62 
years. 
Judge MaoMath, in 1866, was made 
United States commissioner to negotiate 
a treaty w ith 11 foreign nations, which 
was most successfully accomplished. De­ 
ceased was widely known in legal circles 
throughout Ohio.

S. Darrow, of Chicago, and others iden­ 
tified with organized lalnir appeared be­ 
fore the judiciary committee of tho 
house in advocacy of the bill restricting 
the issuance of injunctions in tim e of 
labor disturbances. 
Mr. Darrow cited

Railway 
union. 
Mr. Gompers urged that the labor in ­ 
terests w anted to retain the tim e hon­ 
ored trial by jury.

Reed, had them signed and the entire 
capitalization was subscribed. 
Mr. Dill 
will likely return to Newark this even­ 
ing and file the articles of incorpora­ 
tion in New Jersey on Monday. 
The 
amalgam ated company will si ill fur­ 
ther insure the supremacy of f ttsburg 
as the iron and sleet center 
the 
world. 
The stock capital of the new company 
will bt; $100,000,000 and bonds, bearing 
5 per cent interest, will be issued to the 
same am ount. This will make the ag­ 
gregate capital $020,000,000. 
The bonds 
will represent the conservative book 
value of the concerns incorporated, as 
figured out by Andrew Carnegie, ll. C. 
Frick, Henry Phipps and other leaders 
in tho combination movement. 
The 
capital stock and bonds together will 
represent the actual value of the prop­ 
erty, or its earning power, according to 
the best estimates Cif the Carnegie part­ 
ners, who have been figuring on the 
m atter for weeks. 
The interest on the bonds will only 
require the payment annually of a little 
more than $8,000,000, but it is believed 
that the com pany’s earnings will nevei 
iu the future go this low. 
The Carnegie Steel company, limited 
which carries with it the control of the 
various railroads, docks, iron ore m in­ 
ing property and steamship lines, wil 
be taken into the new Carnegie com 
K 
y at a valuation of $‘250,000,000 
s will be exchanged for in stock and 
bonds of the new capitalization, $1*25, 
600,000 in bonds representing the newly 
a rra n g e d boo-* value, and $125,OOO,(XX. 
in stock representing the value Mr. Car­ 
negie places on his own value above the 
book value. 
It was said that no water will be al­ 
lowed in the company, and it is gener­ 
ally believed bv bankers that the esti 
mates are conservative, taking into ac­ 
count the great earning power of the 
property. The book value will be guar­ 
anteed, aud will naturally be the base 
value of the company to lie taken in. 
Only one kind of stock will be issued.

TO PISTOL POCKETS. 


In cid en t of r»w er»’ H earing, at Frnnk- 
fort, K v.— Kald o f M ountaineers 
Guarded Agaiuftt. 


F rankfort, Ky., March 2 4 .-^he pre­ 
liminary examination of Serre ary of 
State Caleb Powers, charged with n e t ­ 
ting the ass.ussination ef William Goe­ 
bel, began before Judge Moore, in this 
city. 
The court house was guarded, iu- 
sido and out, by militia and scores of 
deputy sheriffs, armed with Winchester 
rifles, to prevent possible Interference 
from “mountaineers” who wore reported 
on their way to Frankfort. The moun 
ta inecrs failed to appear. The witnesses 
included Warden Kph Lillard, Detective 
Dec Armstrong, Sheriff Bosworth.of F ay­ 
ette cou n ty, who arrested Secretary Pow­ 
ers and C aptain John Davis, and S ilas 
J o n es, w ho is now under bonds, charged 
y ith complicity in the murder. The testimony 
tended to show that the shots came from the 
section of the executive building in which tS*x> 
ret-iry Powers’ office is located, although no 
one swore that the shots were from the secre­ 
tary's office. The strongest evidence, perhaps, 
was given by Hilns Jones, who walk* d into G< v- 
ernor Taylor’s ante room when the shots were 
fired. 
There he saw Captain Davis and Governor 
Taylor, among others. 
There was considerable excitement the gov­ 
ernor came to the door and wanted to know 
who was shot. 
“Did you see any one try to open Caleb Pow­ 
ers’ door?” asked Attorney Polsgrove. 
“Yes, I saw a man with sandy whiskers try 
ing to open the door. Ho struck it with a 
hatchet,” replied Mr. Jones. 
Jones said there was much noise, but h« 
could not say that he heard any from Hecretary 
Powers’ office. 
On cross-examination Jones said he saw Pow­ 
ers leave his office during the morning for 
Louisville. This was previous to the shooting. 
No evidence was adduced tending to show 
that the defendant was implicated in any con­ 
spiracy, but in one of the frequent wordy dis 
putes between the attorneys for the defense 
and the commonwealth, the fact was brought 
out that F. Wharton Golden, who is said to 
have made a confession, will be put on the wit­ 
ness stand before the hearing ends.
